Editorial Epitome 


Climate the Nature’s Shower of Life 


The Life in the healthy Eco-system is after all a quiet reception for good living. 
The humankind by nature aspires for the good life in the midst of nature, which 
is a receptive satisfaction. The wood, the mountain, the soil, the sun, the stream, 
the plants, the hills, the clouds, the living beings and their lively activity, all 
put together determine the climate of life. Especially forest is basically abinitio 
medium for the climate. In Indian culture since Rig Vedic period ‘Aranyani’ was 
the presiding deity of the forest. It has symbolized the wishes of the people through 
generational traditions, in the form of devotion. In fact, the forest itself has been 
the spot of adoration with atmospheric jubilance and emotional acceptance. In 
the Bharatiya educational system from time immemorial, Gurukulas in the midst 
of the forest were the place for seeking knowledge and knowing human values. 
The trees and other living beings were also the companions to the disciples of the 
Guru (teacher) with atmospheric donated peace. 


In particular, we have sacred forests, temple forests, and reserve forests in 
entire India which contribute to the Eco-balance of the area with the vivid plant 
diversity enclosing them Shade Trees, fruit-bearing trees, water sources trees 
along with, wood-supporting trees, furniture alluded trees, etc. The fibers, shrubs, 
creepers from this vegetal, find a use in the devotional offering to the deity. This 
is quite in vogue in Kodagu (Coorg) district, during the ‘Theerthodbhava’ of River 
Kaveri during Tula Sankramana (The sacred water or 'theertha' gushed from the 
‘Brahma Kundike' (a tiny pond) at the Talacauvery spot during the mid of October 
in general), Kail poldu (Ayudhapuja) performances and preparing dishes (through 
Kuvale leaves. The western ghats area - Kodagu, South Kanara, Kerala and Tamil 
Nadu regions have these kinds of forests, which have rendered themselves for the 
maintenance of the climate. 


C.E. 5th Century Ganga inscription of the Kodagu district and the forest around 
the megalithic menhirs at ‘Kololtodu Bigodw’ village specify the then existence of 
the sacred forest in Kodagu and climate around those places and is found even 
today as pleasant. They are also scientifically maintained, in the layout - with 
forest, deity and below wetland presence even today. Hence the climate of devotion, 
food produce and pleasant temperature have been continued. The restrictions 
are also imposed on the area, such that, no leaves, no normal wood and even no 
termite-infested trees should be taken away from that area. Thus during rainy 
seasons, dried leaves and dry trees infested with termite would become a compost 
for the paddy-growing land. This trinity layout has been maintained from 


time immemorial in Kodagu and thus resulted in a full cycle of happy climate. 
Maintaining this Eco-balance is also the responsibility of Human beings. 


In the name of development and urbanization, catering to the building of large- 
scale resorts and home stays, it should not damage good climate, atmospheric 
sanctity, water and soil that maintain the conducive Eco-balance. 


As per the national forest policy, in the hilly regions of the western ghats, 60% 
of the forest cover needs to be maintained; at present forest cover is about 32%. 
In such cases, the paucity or dearth has to be stepped down to maintain the cli- 
matic standards. The Sacred Forests, Reserve Forest and temple forests will help 
in this regard. The incongruity or running wild of the climate is said to create the 
intensity of thunderbolts and lightning, resulting in death and grief to the people. 
Hence the people must be made aware of the consequences and avoid the factors 
that lead to those grievances. 


The above said green faculties are hence to be revered since they are the 
representatives of Mother nature who always save us for our sanctified conduct.

The Mythic Society Bengaluru Inscriptions 3D Digital Conservation Project 


Abstract 


Hoary stone inscriptions, a primary source for history studies, are being destroyed in large 
numbers. A unique Mythic Society project is underway to digitally conserve and document all 
stone inscriptions in the Bengaluru region. This article documents 43 so far undocumented 


inscriptions discovered by the project team.

In January 2021, the Mythic Society em- 
barked on a first-of-its-kind heritage conservation 
project to digitally conserve, in high resolution, 
all stone inscriptions in the districts of Bengaluru 
Urban, Bengaluru Rural and Ramanagara, an area 
spanning some 8000 sq km. In this project area, 
about 1500 inscriptions have been documented so 
far. A thorough field survey by the project team 
indicates about 30-40% of these documented 
inscriptions have been destroyed. Urbanization, 
ignorance and apathy are the main reasons for the 
destruction of inscriptions. 

The Mythic Society Bengaluru Inscriptions 
3D Digital Conservation Project addresses this 
problem by adopting cutting-edge 3D digital scan- 
ning technologies for the digital conservation of 
inscriptions. Once a 3D digital model is available, 
in the unfortunate event of the destruction of 
an inscription stone or erosion of the stone sur- 
face due to natural causes, the 3D digital model 
can be used for studies and can also be used to 
manufacture accurate physical replicas. (See "3D 
Digital Scanning of Epigraphs: In The Context of 
Bengaluru's Inscriptions" in Vol 111, Issue No 3 of 
the Quarterly Journal of the Mythic Society). 

So far, the project team has physically visited 
and verified over 500 inscriptions, digitally con- 
served over 250 inscriptions, of which 110 are 


within Bengaluru city. The team has also discov- 
ered over 50 undocumented inscriptions. Details 
of 43 inscriptions are being published in this arti- 
cle. Of the 43 inscriptions, 22 are in the Kannada 
language and 21 in the Tamil language. Numbers 
and find locations are as given below :

This probably is the largest number of inscrip- 
tions being discovered and published at one go by 
a non-government organization or an individual 
in recent times. 

Interestingly, these 43 inscriptions have been 
discovered in only 15% of the total project geo- 
graphical area. So, on completion of the project, 
the projected number of undocumented inscrip- 
tions the team is expected to discover is between 
275-300! 

It is very important to also understand why so 
many inscriptions remain undiscovered even in 
a relatively well combed area such as Bengaluru 
and its surroundings. Discovery of inscriptions 
in large geographical regions requires a struc- 
tured and sustained initiative. However, there 
are no Government organizations, private insti- 
tutions or citizen teams systematically combing a 
region for inscriptions. Today's Epigraphy ecosys- 
tem is highly individual-centric, where hobbyists 
or researchers visit a village or locality, discover 
an inscription and publish an article in some jour- 
nal or book of their choice. 

This un-cordinated approach has caused an as- 
sociated problem - there is no comprehensive, up- 
to-date catalogue of inscriptions available for the 
Bengaluru region. This project team has invested 
significant time and effort in reading dozens of 
popular English & Kannada History/Epigraphy/ 
Archaeology journals and books published over 
120 years and developed an in-house inscriptions 
database for the region. Despite this effort, it is 
possible that an inscription listed here as undoc- 
umented has been documented in some obscure 
hard-to-find book or journal. So, the phrase "un- 
documented inscription" is used in good faith ! 

Some inscriptions from Bannerughatta, 
Domlur and Bileshivale were first mentioned in 
the 1908 & 1911 Mysore Archaeological Reports 
(MAR). However, the text of these inscriptions 
was not published in the MAR or in the Epigraphia 
Carnatica. Nor have they been published any- 
where else either. Therefore, these inscriptions 
are also being considered as undocumented and 
included here. 

Another important for 


reason many 
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inscriptions remaining undocumented is the 
crude methods employed for copying inscriptions. 
The estampage technique for copying inscriptions 
was first used by Epigraphists over 150 years ago 
is still used! Leveraging the power of modern 
technology, the Mythic Society team is able to 
decipher read worn out inscriptions and also even 
those that are painted over. 

While this article is solely focused on undocu- 
mented inscriptions, the team has found from the 
study of 3D digital models that all documented 
inscriptions too need corrections! The re-reading 
of these other inscriptions with corrections will be 
documented by the team elsewhere. 

This article is written for the specialist au- 
dience of QJMS_ readers - academicians and 
researchers well acquainted with the subjects 
of Epigraphy and History. For common people, 
the project team brings out a book series titled 
"Bengaluru Itihaasa Vaibhava". These books 
detail, in great depth, the history of localities and 
villages in the Bengaluru region based on an in- 
tense study of inscriptions, hero-stones, temples, 
sculptures and other artifacts found in the region. 
Inscriptions that are briefly explained in this ar- 
ticle will be extensively described in upcoming 
issues of Bengaluru Itihaasa Vaibhava. 

This article also improves on the tradition- 
al documentation formats and includes over a 
hundred colour images of inscriptions. These 
images will help a knowledgeable reader verify 
the reading of the text of the inscription and also 
provide an insight to the field conditions in which 
inscriptions are today. All images used here are 
also being uploaded and shared on Wiki-media. 

Tamil inscriptions in this article have been read 
by citizen epigraphists Ms Soundari Rajkumar 
(from Chennai) and Pon Karthikeyan (from 
Tenkasi), who volunteered to supplement our ef- 
forts on a pro-bono basis. We are extremely grate- 
ful for their invaluable assistance in our project.

Discovery Context: In March 2021, Srinivas 
of Kumbarahalli and his friend Dileep Simha of 
neighbouring Chikkabanavara contacted the 
Mythic Society Bengaluru inscriptions 3D digital 
conservation team about two inscription stones in 
a grove owned by Srinivas in Kumbarahalli vil- 
lage (fig 2). On visiting the site, the team found 
the stones half-buried with faint writing visible 
(fig 10). Subsequently, Srinivas had the stones 
extracted and shifted to a nearby warehouse (fig 
3, 4 & 5). The stones were cleaned, and 3D digital 
scanned on 5-Feb-2022 (fig 6) . Detailed informa- 
tion about these inscriptions is being published in 
this article as inscriptions No 1 & 2. 

Both inscriptions are currently housed at the 
same warehouse, with plans to reinstall them in a 
nearby temple in Kumbarahalli.

Special Observations: This inscription and 
Inscription 2 of this article appear to be closely 
related to three other inscriptions documented as 
Nelamangala taluk inscriptions 1, 7a and 37 in the 
Epigraphia Carnatica, Vol 9 (N11-Soladevanahalli, 
N17a-Alur and N137-Ivar Kandapura). The three 
villages are within in a 6KM region (fig 7). The 
Soladevanahalli (N11) & Ivar Kandapura (N137) 
inscriptions are from the years 1029CE & 1033CE. 
Both inscriptions are records of the purchase and 
the grant of lands near the Banapura tank by a 
Vamanayya to a Siddeshwara temple. The land 
was purchased from two locals and donated to 
the God Siddeshwara at Koliyamburchchey (or 
Kolisambucchai), and the temple priest Rupasiva 
Pandita appointed in-charge. To purchase the 
land, Vamanayya had obtained the verbal ap- 
proval of King Rajendra Chola. 

The Ivar Kandapura inscription (N137) states that 
Vamanayya had instructed the donated land to 
be marked by an inscription. So it is very likely 
that inscriptions No 1 & 2 of this article are 
the very same inscriptions referred to in the 
Ivar Kandapura inscription (N137) installed 
to mark the parcel of land donated to God 
Siddeshwara by Vamanayya! 

As NI37 at Ivar Kandapura is found on the base- 
ment of a Gopalakrishna temple today (fig 8 & 
9), it seems very likely that the Siddeshwara 
temple of 1033CE at sometime changed 
to a Gopalakrishna temple OR parts from 
the Siddeshwara temple were used for the

Further research and investigation are re- 
quired to identify the Siddeshwara_ tem- 
ple referred to in these inscriptions. 
Another issue that also needs to be investigat- 
ed is "the" particular Soladevanahalli, where 
the Nl1 inscription was originally found. The 
location description given in EC9 is that it was 
found in a field in Soladevanahalli village of 
Nelamangala Hobli. This village is about 18km 
from Kumbarahalli. Interestingly, another village 
with the same name is much closer at a distance 
of only 1km from Kumbarahalli. Perhaps archive 
records at the Oriental Research Institute, Mysore 
,where the Soladevanahalli inscription was shift- 
ed to around 1890CE, may help identify which 
of the Soladevanahallis the inscription was orig- 
inally at.

These two inscriptions help us learn an (unidentifiable) merchant was responsible for the 
erection of the Garudakamba at the Venugopalaswamy temple in 1440CE. 


One of the inscriptions refers to the Kamba being built for an Anjeneya temple. Today, 
however, we do not find a temple of Anjeneya within the temple complex. 


Yelahanka is an ancient place with a rich thousand-year history. It is home to three in- 
scriptions and is mentioned in over 50 inscriptions in the region.

e In the year 1301CE, Hoysala king Veera Ballala reviewed grants to many temples in 
the Bengaluru-Kolar region and instructed "standardised" inscriptions to be engraved in 
those temples. These inscriptions are similar to the letter but vary only in the village and 
deity name. Such "standardised" inscriptions are in the Domlur Chokkanatha, Madivala 
Someshwara, Gunjur Someshewara, Ivar Kandapura Dharmeshvara, Nandi Kamatesh- 
wara, Shivara Gangadareshwara and Dodda Kallahalli temples.

Summary: Swasti Sri ! Hoysala king Veera Vallaala deva, addresses all the head of temples and 
muttas of the Hesara Kundani kingdom, Virivi Naadu, Maasanthi Naadu, Murasu Naadu, Pennaiyandar 
mada Naadu, Aimpuzhugur Naadu, Elavur Naadu, Kuvalaala Naadu, Kaivaara Naadu, Ilaipakka Naadu. 
In Kaliyuga year 3679, Saka year 1224* Plava Samvatsara, Margazhi month, 22nd day, Monday, all 
the taxes from the temple lands (devadana - shiva temples, thiruvidaiyattam - vishnu temples, palli- 
chandam - buddhist and jain temples) including loom tax, revenue, customs tax and other taxes are to 
be given to the pooja, food and others offerings to the gods of the respective temples. In Thombalur 
all the taxes and the rights from the dry and wet lands except God Somanatha deva's properties are to 
be given to the Chokka Perumaal. This includes all trees, wells, plots within the boundary of the land. 

With this revenue the worship and renovation of the temple should be performed without any 
issues. 

*Saka year and kaliyuga year are not matching. Saka seems to be the correct date. 


Special Observations: 1) This is almost an exact carbon copy of Tamil inscriptions at Madivala 
Someshwara, Gunjur Someshwara and many other places. The only difference between these inscrip- 
tions is in the name of the villages being granted to the respective temples. 

2) Thombalur is Tamilised Domlur. 

3) As the inscription is some 16 metres long, digital images for the entire inscription are not being 
shared here instead only a few are included here just for illustration purposes (refer figs 36 & 37).

One inscription at NAL-Belur are being documented here for the first time. 


Lands of Belur village were acquired to build the National Aerospace Laboratories cam- 
pus (in the 1960s) on HAL airport road. However, some temples in ruined condition 
were not disturbed, and worship by villagers continued there. One such temple, a Shiva 
temple, was restored in 1992 by the Sri Dharmasthala Manjunatheshwara Dharmothana 
trust. An undocumented inscription on the basement of this temple is being published 
here. 


This inscription helps date the temple to be from at least 1295CE. 


Three other inscriptions at the same site have been already been documented in the 
Epigraphia Carnatica Vol 9. 


A few ancient damaged idols of Durga, Chandikeshwara and some Naga stones have been 
also been preserved at the site.

Special Observations: 1) This inscription was first mentioned in the 1908 Mysore Archaeological 
Report (MAR) published by R Narasimhachar. However, the text of the inscription was not published 
in the MAR or in the Epigraphia Carnatica. It has not been published anywhere else either. 

In the MAR, R. Narasimhachar makes fascinating remarks about this portion of the temple being 
very poorly lit, the inscription being painted over in lime-wash, and a team of workers removing the 
paint with difficulty. 

2) As this inscription is spread over six meters, tens of digital images make up the full length of the 
inscription. All of those digital images are, therefore, not being shared here but are being shared on 
Wiki-media.

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Kalya Inscriptions 


Eight inscriptions at Kalya are being documented here for the first time. 


Kalya has been called Kalleha, Kalyaha, and Kaleha in inscriptions. Kalya is well known 
as home to a 1368CE inscription (published in the 1905CE Epigraphia Carnatica as 
Mg18). The inscription is a record of a dispute resolution judgment by King Bukkaraya 
involving Jains & SriVaishnavas in the Karnataka kingdom. A beautiful platform (shown 
in the photo below) was recently constructed for the inscription stone by Pradeep T, 
Bettaswamy Gowda and friends. 


Despite Kalya having been a big Jain religious-trade centre, only two Jain artifacts - a 
Manastamba pillar and a Nishidi stone have been reported here. However, an important 
discovery, a 14th-century Mukkode Jina inscription, is documented for the first time in 
this article. 


Seven of the eight inscriptions are in the Kalleshwara temple's precincts. Among them 
two inscriptions are grants by a Singaraja, a local official and nephew of King Achutaraya. 


Eighteen inscriptions at Kalya have been documented earlier in other publications. These 
inscriptions are from the 8th-16th centuries. 


Kalya is also home to four Hulibete (tiger hunt) hero-stones, four Veeramaasti he- 
ro-stones, a Nishidi hero-stone, the famous Kalya Kalleshwara temple, a Veerashaiva 
mutta, the gadige of the famous 12th-century Telugu poet Palkurki Somanatha.
